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Grayling grad 
completes 
iditarod race

A Grayling High School grad- 
uate finished the Iditarod dog 
sled race in Alaska on Thursday. 


Bryan Bearss was one of four 


rookies who took part in the 
34th Iditarod, 
1,449 miles from Anchorage to 
Nome, Alaska. 

Bearss, a 1995 Grayling High 
graduate, first became interested 
in dog sled racing when he 
attended Northland College in 
Wisconsin, where he completed 
a degree in outdoors recreation. 

Bearss went to Alaska three 
years ago, and worked and 
trained with one of the world’s 
top dog sled racers, Jeff King. 

King won the Iditarod race for 
the fourth year in a row this 
year. Bearss finished 37th.

Three students from the 
Grayling area garnered top 
awards in a recent statewide art 
competition.

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Commissioners - tweak 
shelter contract

Crawford County officials will 
require some up front cash from 
the Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County board as part of a con- 
tract agreement for a new shel- 
ter. 

County Commissioners last 
week voted to request one year 
of bond payments from the ani- 
mal shelter officials in an operat- 
ing contract for a new shelter. 
The county will invest the funds, 
which will come from a building 
fund held by the shelter board. 
The funds will be held to pay off 
the last year of bond payments 
for the shelter, and interest from 
investment would be returned to 
the shelter board. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners is applying 
for a $330,000 loan and $20,000 


. grant through U.S. Department. 


of Agriculture (USDA) on behalf 


of the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County Board. 
The Animal Shelter of 


Crawford County, Inc., a non- 
profit agency, has operated the 
shelter since 199] when the 
county decided it would no 
longer run the shelter due to 
budget issues, 

The shelter facilities are in 
dire need of repair and replace- 
ment. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission Board in January 
extended the lease for the cur- 
rent animal shelter through 
2007, but have future plans for 
the use of the property. 

An agreement between the 
county and the animal shelter 
board stipulates that the shelter 
will reimburse expenses associ- 
ated with the design, planning 
and construction of the shelter. 
The county board dedicated two 
acres at the Crawford County 
Fairgrounds for the shelter. 

Roscommon architect Thomas 
O’ Brien has been hired by the 
shelter board to design the new 
facility. The 3,700 square feet 
shelter building will be located 
in the northwest corner near Old 


27 and M-93. 

Commissioner Mike Lange at 
first recommended asking for 10 
percent of the estimated cost for 
the shelter in an escrow account. 
Commissioners eventually 
agreed to require just one year of 
loan payments. . 

“IT think that would help the 
animal shelter a little bit more,” 
said Commissioner Scott 
Hanson. “J know as the animal 
shelter is going forward, they are 
going to count on a portion of 
that money in their building fund 
to heip foot the bill for the bond 
payments in the next couple of 
years.” 

Paul Compo, the county 
administrator, said he was satis- 
fied with the contract language. 

“If something were to happen, 
we would have some dollars to 


“keep the bond payments going 
antl’ we figure .out, what..we’re:. 


gong to do.” Compo said. “If the 
animal shelter is as successful as 
they hope and expect to be, they 
would be able to make a lot of 
those payments without touch- 
ing that fund balance.’ 

Language was also added to 
the contract that allows the shel- 
ter to board animals when an ill- 
ness, death or emergency occurs 
with a family in the county, 

“They’re not in the business of 
boarding animals but they do 
that in certain circumstances,” 
Compo said. 

The shelter contract will be 
reviewed by Grayling attorney 
Terrence Bloomquist. 

Cheryll Ruley, the 
secretary/treasurer for the 
Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County Board, said shelter offi- 
cials have not met with county 
officials on the contract changes. 

The shelter board, however, 
hopes to draw more community 
support once the contract is 
finalized and bids for construc- 
tion are sought. 

“The more people that make 
donations, the less our loan is 
going to be and it’s going to take 
less time to pay it off,’ Ruley 
said. 


Court alerts citizens of 
potential phone scam 


The 46th Circuit Trial Court 
was recently notified of a court 
scam being perpetrated in a 
number of states. 

Although the focal court sys- 
tem is not aware of the scam in 
this area, the court is alerting cit- 
izens of the scam and advising 
them what the local court does 
and does not do, said Rudi Edel, 
the 46th Trial Court administra- 
tor and magistrate. 

According to information 
received, someone is calling 
people at their homes and advis- 
ing them that a warrant has been 
issued for their arrest. When the 
person called denies any wrong 
doing, the caller then asks for a 
social security number and date 
of birth so the clerical mistake 
can be corrected and arrest war- 
rant cancelled, Edel said. 


Edel stressed 46th Circuit 
Trial Court staff does not call cit- 
izens advising them a warrant 
was issued for their arrest. In 
addition, court staff would never 
call a person on the phone and 
ask for a social security number 


or date of birth. Social Security 


numbers are confidential entries 
when they appear within a court 
record. 

“When a person has your 
social security number and date 
of birth, a fraud could be more 
easily committed against you,” 

idel said. “You should never 
give that information to anyone 
calling you.” 

The 46th Circuit Trial Court 
covers probate and family, dis- 
trict and circuit courts in 
Crawford, Kalkaska and Otsego 
Counties.

Crawford County 
Commissioners are taking care 
of some housekeeping with the 
county’s housing commission 
board and staff. 

County commissioners, after 
discussing a legal opinion from 
the county attorney Bonnie 
 Toskey, invited housing commis- 
sion board members and full 
time staff to a meeting which 
will be held at 6 p.m, on 
Wednesday, April 5, 

Toskey will conduct a training 
session, going over the Open 
Meetings Act and the Freedom of 
Information Act and how the 
laws need to be applied to the 
housing commission’s day-to- 


day operations. 

The session was prompted by a 
review of housing commission 
records by county commission- 
ers. 

In addition, Ken Talsma, the 
county auditor, said a housing 
commission employee made per- 
sonal purchases through the 
housing commission which were 
reimbursed. Talsma said that the 
purchases were not an acceptable 
practice due to the county’s tax 
exempt Status. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of 
the county board of commission- 
ers, said that county officials are 
concerned with the conduct of 
the housing commission board 
and employees since the board is 
liable for actions taken by 


appointed boards, 

“We've just got to be careful 
to make sure every 1 is dotted and 
t is crossed,” Stephenson said. 
“It’s not just the housing com- 
mission that we’re looking at. 
We're looking at everything and 
everyone that falls under the 
county’s umbrella so that cvery- 
body is up to speed and knows 
what they need to be doing so the 
county is not liable for anything.” 

Housing commission business 
has been before the county board 
in recent months after a Grayling 
Township resident appealed to 
commissioners to address work- 
manship issues for a remodeling 
project funded through the hous- 
ing commission.

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A COUPLE OF figures 
appearing in the news recently 
stand out. One is difficult to 
imagine, the other is difficult to 
understand. 

The first is nine billion dollars, 
a number that’s tough to imagine. 
That’s the new national debt ceil- 
ing approved by congress. 

Nine billion is a 13-figure 
number — a nine followed by 12 
zeroes, as in hundreds, thou- 
sands, millions, billions and then 
trillions. That comes out to 
$9,000,000,000,000. 

The new and higher debt ceil- 
ing was necessary because 
President George W. Bush said 
we needed another $92 billion to 
finance the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and for hurricane 
relief along the Gulf Coast. 
Congress agreed.

Two ones stand out to shock and awe 


Congress also is working on an 
annual budget proposal of $2.8 
trillion — which is another 13-fig- 
ure number. The budget antici- 
pates an annual deficit of $350 
billion, which is only 12-figure 
number. 

* * * 

THE PROBLEM, of course, is 
that the federal government con- 
tinues to spend more than it takes 
in, So it borrows more money and 
the spending continues and the 
income doesn’t keep pace and the 
national debt goes higher. 

Some spending is unforeseen 
and uncontrollable, such as 
money for recovery from natural 
disasters, like hurricanes and 
floods, 

Other spending is virtually 
uncontrollable once a venture is 
underway, such as paying for 


wars like in Afghanistan and 
Traq. 

Other. spending is caused by 
needs, both actual and perceived 
needs, which enough elected offi- 
cials favor to approve their 
financing. 

And underlying all this is the 
sluggish revenue side of govern- 


‘ ment, limited by a continued ded- 


ication to cutting taxes even in 
the face of rising spending. 

In a nutshell, we continue to 
spend more than. we take in, so 
we use the national debt like a 
gigantic bottomless Visa or 
American Express credit card, 
paying only the interest on the 
debt each year and making no 
payments on the principal.

IT’S DIFFICULT to imagine 

the magnitude of $9 trillion, but 


the Detroit Free Press published 


an interesting explanation when 


the Bush budget reached $2.77 
trillion. 

Figuring the United States 
population at 300 billion, a $2.77 
trillion budget would figure out 
to $9,230 per person, which 
would cost a household of two 
adults and two children about 
$38,000. 

Someone working in a 40-hour 
a week job for the Michigan min- 
imum wage of $5.15 an hour 
would have to work for about 
13,500,000,000 years to earn 
his/her share of that national bud- 
get. 

Because the national debt is 
roughly three times as large as 
the budget figure of $2.77 tril- 
lion, 8 minimum wage worker 
would have to work more than 40 


years to pay off a single personal 
share of the national debt. 

As the late Sen. Everett 
Dirksen of Illinois is reported to 
have commented a few decades 
ago about federal spending, “A 
billion dollars: here and a billion 
there and before long you're talk- 
ing about real money.”

A SECOND FIGURE in the 
news recently that’s tough to fig- 
ure is 46 percent of the American 
people. 

A recent poll by American 
Research Group, usually 
described as nonpartisan, reports 
that 46 percent of Americans 
would support a congressional 
censure of President Bush for 
authorizing wiretapping citizens 
without court orders, even as part 
of a national anti-terrorism effort.

Almost half the American peo- 
ple think Mr. Bush is wrong on 
this issue, 

The same poll found that 
President Bush has a 38 percent 
approval rating among the pub- , 
lic. Other polls about the same 
time show Bush approval just a 
slight bit lower. 

It’s obvious the public has lost 
some confidence in President 
Bush even after his second elec- 
tion.

Medicare beneficiaries urged to be 
on the look-out for phone scams 


The Centers for Medicare & 
Medicaid Services (CMS) 
warns seniors and people with 
disabilities to be aware of a 
scheme that asks Medicare ben- 
eficiaries for money and check- 
ing account information to 
help them enroll in a Medicare 
Prescription Drug Plan. 

This scheme is called the 
“$299 Ring” for the typical 
amount of money Medicare 
beneficiaries are talked into 
withdrawing from their check- 
ing accounts to pay for a non- 
existent prescription drug plan. 
Consumers can report these 
cases to their local law enforce- 
ment agencies or 1-877- 
7SAFERX (1-877-772-3379). 

Medicare has received com- 
plaints from Indiana, Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts 
New Jersey and Georgia. 
Complaints have been made 
against a number of different 
companies, but authorities 
believe that the companies are 
the same and are typically 
based outside the U. S. As 
soon as CMS receives these 
complaints, they are investigat- 
ed and referred to federal law 
enforcement authorities. 

No Medicare drug plan can 
ask a person with Medicare for 
bank account or other personal 
information over the telephone, 
No beneficiary should ever pro- 
vide that kind of information to 


a caller. They should contact 
their local police department if 
they believe someone is trying 
to take money or information 
from them illegally. 

People with Medicare should 
also remember that they should 
be on the lookout for anyone 
trying to take advantage of 
them and take steps to protect 
themselves by remembering: 

No one can come into your 
home uninvited. 

No one can ask you for per- 
sonal information during their 
marketing activities. 

Always keep all personal 
information, such as your 
Medicare number safe, just as 
you would a credit card or a 
bank account number, 

Whenever you have a ques- 
tion or concern about any activ- 
ity regarding Medicare, call 
1800-MEDICARE. | 

In addition, legitimate 
Medicare drug plans will not 
ask for payment over the tele- 
phone or the Internet. They 
must bill the beneficiary for the 
monthly premium, Typically, 
that amount is: set up as an 
automatic withdrawal from the 
beneficiary’s monthly Social 
Security check. Beneficiaries 
may also opt to pay the month- 
ly premiums in other ways such 
as writing a check or setting up 
automatic payments from their 
checking accounts.

securing Our Northern Border 


The Northern Border of the 
United States stretches more 
than 4,000 miles through 12 
states, while our Southern 
Border measures Just 1,900 
miles. along four states. Yet, as 
the 9/11 Commission pointed 
out in its final report, the 
Northern Border has tradition- 
ally received less attention and 
resources from the federal gov- 
emment. Because 721 of the 
border’s 4,000 miles belong to 
Michigan, giving our state the 
longest section of the U.S. - 
Canadian border in the contigu- 
ous 48 states, we are acutely 
interested in Northern Border 
security. 

‘On September 11, 2001, there 
were less than 400 Border Patrol 
agents assigned to the Northern 
Border compared to more than 
8,000 along the Southern 
Border. Put another way, more 
than 20 times as many agents 
on the Southern Border were 
covering less than half the dis- 
tance as the Northern Border. 
The inadequacies of Northern 
Border staffing were highlight- 
ed when border security was 
tightened after the September 
11 attacks, resulting in backups 
of 12 hours or more at Southeast 
Michigan border crossings. 

Fortunately, we have made 
some progress in the last few 
years. There are now more 
than 1,000 Northern Border 
patrol agents, including a large 
increase in southeastern 
Michigan. In addition, the 
Department< “of Homeland 
|, Security’ has recomimended 
~ Southeast Michigan as the new 
home of a Northern Border Air 
Wing, an initiative launched by 
the Department of Homeland 
, Security in 2004 to improve 
.. Northern Border security. The 
air wing will enhance law 
enforcement, surveillance and 
response capabilities along the 
border, and its location in south- 
east Michigan places it near 
three of our nations’ busiest bor- 
der crossings. . The new air 
wing should also spur the 
deployment of new homeland 
security technologies along the 
Northern Border. 

While we have made progress 
in addressing Northern Border 
security needs, we still have 
more to do. For example, we 
need to address the unique chal- 
lenges our first responders face 
in communicating in the event 
of a large-scale disaster or ter- 
rorist attack. Our first respon- 
ders need open communication 
not only with federal, state and 
local entities but also with their 
Canadian counterparts. 

In 2005, the Senate twice 
approved an amendment I[ 
authored to help our first 
responders address these chal- 
lenges. The amendment direct- 
ed the Secretary of Homeland 
Security to establish demonstra- 
tion projects on the Northern 
Border to address our first 
responders’ interoperable com-

munications needs. The proj- 
ects would identify common 
frequencies for communications 
equipment and provide training 
and equipment to relevant per- 
sonnel. Unfortunately, the 
House of Representatives did 
not agree so the amendments 
did not become law, I will con- 
tinue to work with my col- 
leagues from the Michigan 
Congressional delegation to 


ensure we address the needs of 


our first responders. 

We must also reevaluate the 
way homeland security grant 
money is distributed. The cur- 
rent formula disadvantages 
large population states like 
Michigan by guaranteeing that a 
large portion of the funds will 
be divided equally among the 


states, regardless of size, popu- 
lation or risk. To address this 
problem, I cosponsored an 
amendment to provide a new 
and fairer distribution of home- 
land security funding. While 
this amendment passed the 
Senate with wide support, the 
House of Representatives again 
did not agree and it did not 
become law. 

Iam also working for passage 
of the Northern’ Border 
Prosecution Initiative 
Reimbursement Act, which is 
designed to assist state, county, 
parish, tribal or municipal gov- 
ernments with the cost of prose- 
cuting federally-initiated cases 
connected to the Northern 
Border. These types of cases 
often involve drug smuggling 


but may also relate to stolen 
property, firearms violations 
and kidnapping. An identical 
program has existed for 
Southern Border states since 
2002. By easing the cost bur- 
den on local governments, they 
will be able to more effectively 
prosecute border-related crime 
and devote more resources to 
border security efforts. 

Unfortunately. the threat from 
terrorism is real, and we must 
continue to work to prevent and 
respond to an attack. I will con- 
tinue to work with colleagues to 
push for effective measures to 
enhance the security of our 
Northern and Southern Borders 
and to keep all Americans safe.

Michigan Fly Fishing 
Club partners with 
Huron Pines to 
protect the AuSable 


Good streams don’t just stay 
“good,” and that’s due to impacts 
from recreation and develop- 
ment, as well as impairments 
from past land use practices. In 
recent years, the Michigan Fly 
Fishing Club has been a key part 
of the proactive management of 
coldwater resources and has sup- 
ported several river restoration 
projects coordinated through 
Huron Pines. These include the 
AuSable River Large Woody 
Debris stream enhancement proj- 
ect on both the North Branch and 
Mainstream of the _ river, 
improvement of the road-stream 
crossing where the South Branch 
of the Au Sable River is crossed 
by Pine Drive, ongoing support 
for the Grayling Stormwater 
Project, and streambank erosion 
control projects utilizing natural 
methods suitable to Northern 
Michigan rivers. 

Good stream habitat for cold- 
water species like brook trout 
includes cool water tempera- 
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Stock #21536 
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tures; stable stream flows; a suit- 
able amount of woody material 
in the stream; and areas with 
pools, riffles, and a gravel bot- 
tom. These are the key require- 
ments for protecting and enhanc- 
ing the great coldwater fishery 
found in Northeast Michigan, 

Contributing factors to this 
great fishery are the sandy soils 
found in much of the region 
(which help promote infiltration 
of water and ensure stable stream 
flows and cold water), a general 
lack of development in many of 
the watersheds (relative to the 
more urbanized streams in lower 
Michigan), and the efforts of 
many conservation partners who 
work to make sure river improve- 
ment projects are conducted each 
year, 

The Michigan Fly Fishing 
Club’s dollars have been lever- 
aged with many other contribu- 
tions and ensured that several 
key coldwater stream tmprove- 
ment projects have been imple- 
mented, according to Huron 
Pines Restoration Ecologist Kris 
Bruestle. 

“The doflars from — the 
Michigan Fly Fishing Club are 
always directed to projects 
which are large in scale or serve 
as demonstration projects to be 
duplicated in other areas, Their 
funding helps generate addition- 
al support from many other 
sources,” added Bruestle. | 

In March of 2006, this club 
further demonstrated their com- 
mitment to river protection ‘in 
Northern Michigan by making 
four grant awards: 

$5,000 for the instream 
improvement effort on the main 


branch of the AuSable River | 


using the Huron 
Restoration Crew. 
$4,000 for implementing Best 
Management Practices to reduce 
polluted stormwater — runoff 
entering the AuSable River from 
the City of Grayling. 
$2,000 to improve aquatic 
stream buffers by supporting the 
Cedars for the AuSable project. 
$3,000 to implement erosion 
control projects on the North 
Branch of the AuSable River. 
Huron Pines works to con- 
serve the forests, lakes, and 
streams of Northeast Michigan. 
This effort, through an | 1-coun- 
ty service area, is accomplished 
by building partnerships between 
the public sector, landowners,
